The Sentence of Ike Prisoner*. 


The Court, this morning, pronounced 


sentences upon several of tliu prisoners 
who have been convicted of/c'rimes iit the 
prqscnt session of iho Court 
A. Littell, 


convicted of forgery, was first centenced to 
two yours imprisonment, in the Suite Fris- 
son, nt hard labor, with three days'solitary 
confinement. 
A boy, named George Cu- 


dy, convicted of passing counterfeit money, 
wns sentenced to one year's hard labor, 
with live days solitary confinement. 


Connaughty and McDonald, convicted 


of the murderof Gullen, were then brought 
in, and, in accordance with the usual di- 
rection of the Court, stood up. The Judge- 
then said: 


" You have been indicted and tried for, 


and convicted of the highest crime known 
to tlio law,—the crime of murder. 'It is 
now my painful duty, and one from which 
I would gladly be relieved, to pronounce 
upon you the sentence of the Law. 


11 Have you, Patrick McDonald, anything 


to say why that sentence should not bu 
irunuuncvd ?" 


McDonald replied:—"I have nothing to 


iay, your Honor, except thnt I am inno- 
lent!" 


The same question was asked of Con- 


inuglity. 
Ho replied: 


" Yes! Your Honor 1 I have n great 


leal tosny, but I don't know what to say! 
Jut 1 do declare, before my God, that 1 
ind no part, knowledge or act in tho de- 
ceased John Gallon's being placed in the 
river, cither dead or alive. 
I do further 


declare, before my God, that I have no 
knowledge, part, nor act, in the commence, 
mentof the quarrel between Gullen and 
McDonald. And 1 further declare, that I 
never had in my possession, since I have 
f-xisted, ono shilling of Gullen's money, ex- 
cept one that he gave me for beer." 


Tho Judge then proceeded in a solemn 


and impressive manner to recount the main 
points in the testimony. 
He said they had 


had a fair, impartial trial, by a jury of their 
own selection, they hud able and faithful 
counsel, and the process and officers of thu 
law to enforce the attendance of witnesses 
in their behalf. 
With all this the jury had 


rendered against them a verdict of guilt}-, 
and from the testimony in the case, the 
Court could not but feel satisfied with that 
verdict. 


" One year ago Gullen was alive. In the 


full health and vigor of youth he went to 
your house, McDonald, and he came forth 
to die. 
You and vour wife beat him cruel- 


These prisoners were taken back to the 


jail, and Lawson and his wifn, convicted of 
.Rape, were bronght up. The Judge gave 
them some appropriate advice, and sen- 
tenced the former to '12 years', and the 
latter to 10 years' imprisonment, and each 
to UO days' solitary confinement 
Lawson 


said ho wished to make some remarks, nnd 
on being told that he could do so, protest- 
ed the innocence of both himself nnd wife, 
said that he would gladly endure the sen- 
tence like an honest man, and should live 
well hereafter and pray to God to keep 
them alive till they got out of prison, and 
then, waving his hand and bowing, said, 
" Good day, gentlemen!" 
He was some- 


what excited; but his wife was very cool, 
and apparently tried to stop him from say- 
ing anything. 
On going out, she was 


heard to remark, in a laughing way, " Ten 
years ain't much!" 


James R. Burns, a boy about 17 years 


old, indicted for burglary, was then bro't 
forward and plead guilty, and in consider- 
ation of this, and his youth, the Court sen- 
tenced him to only three months' impris- 
onment in the county jail, nnd after giving 
him somo good advice, intimated that if 
he should conduct himself well, he might 
never bo brought to trial on some other 
indictments standing against him.
